Those who want to employ the strong
arm of the governmsut in the owner.
ship and operation of railroads some-
timea fail to refliot that it is both
possible and feasible to sceomplish the
desired result of protected traffiz rights
without burdenihg the governwment
with more than it cancarry. 1t is ma
the Indianapolis Jouroal says io the
ceure of an excesdiogly thoughtful
nud thorough editoral on thesame sut-
ject, from which we intead to quoto,
“lutolerable that the social aud com.
meroial affuirs of the country should
eontinwe subtj.ek  to interruptions
whish, without uny fault on the part
of the peopls, infiict wpon them such
heavy burdens in the way of personul
discomfort, domestic worry and pecu-
niary lowses, They ought wot to be ex-
pected to stand it, and they will not
stand it any longer thun is necsssary tn
find and apply a remedy. The muin
object of ‘all government is to protect
the people 1o the enjuyment and exor-

[— -

cise of their individual rights. No
such proteetion exists when traffic and
travel between differsnt parts of the
conutry are interrupted or suspended
at fregnent intervals by force and
violence oo the part of any organiz.
ation., A government that eannot or
doos not guarantes the right of free
pereonal and corymereial interconrse to
all its paoplein all parts of the eountry
is a failura.

"'As belween government ownership
of railroads and government regulation
of railway teaval and traffio the argo.
ments are overwhelmingly in favor of
the latter. Indesd, thoss ngainst the
former nre so numerouns and strong ax
to put it entirely out of the question,at
lenst without a change of our form of
government, Gtovernment ownership
of railroads doss not consfst with re-
publican government.

It would coat threo times more than
did onr ¢ivil war to buy the railroads
of the United States; and, at tho very
best, it would be un excesdingly doubt
ful investmeut forthe governmsnt to
make. But the government can with
entirs propriety streteh its hand out iu
the protection of its traveling eitizina
ugalnst riolous moba or felonious ob-
structionists of patlio transportation;
